For many weeks the provincei 
government and the Ontario *Licen 
Commission have had under conside 
ation ways’ and means of reducing 1 
a minimum drinking among soldie 
during the winter, aml Wednesd, 
night the tinal decision of the con 
mission, endorsed by the Ontario Cab 
net, was made known.

STILL- NEAR BELGRADE 


German Drive in Serbia Meets 
Stubborn Resistance. 





The “Enemy Are Battering With 
Huge Artillery at the Advance 
Line of Serbian Defences, but 
Have Not Come Into Touch With 
Main Body of the Defenders— 
Belgrade Evacuated.” 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—The Austro- 
German armies which, with the help 
of their giant 305-millimetre guns, 
crossed the Danube and Save Rivers 
and occupied Belgrade, are meeting 


with stubborn resistence at the Ser- | 


bian advance defences, but have not 
yet come in contact with the main 
Serbian forces. The German official 
report chronicles the fact that at- 
tacks are proceeding, but makes ne 
claim of an advance. The announce- 
ment adds that the crosajng of the 
Danube by the invading’ forces has 
been completed. 

The Havas Agency correspondent 
at Nish reports that the combat on 


| the Serbian front is very sanguinary, 


and tbat the losses on both sides are 
enormous, particularly in officers. 
The abandonment of the defence of 
Belgrade has given the enemy no ad- 
Vantage from a military standpoint, 
it is pointed out, as the garrison

Reports of preliminary engage- 
ments on the Serbian border have 
been received from Berlin and Nish, 
The latter, which was in the nature 
of a despatch to the Serbian Lega- 
tion, says: 

“On the northern frontier the 
enemy has crossed the Save at Yarak, 
at the Isle of Prograska, and at Za- 
brez, opposite Ostruznitza, and the 
Danube, at the Great Island of Sig- 
nalia, and at Ram. 

“The advance guard which crossed 
at the Belgrade fortress has 
partly captured and partly destroyed. 
At Yarak and the Isle of Prograska 
after several fierce attacks the enemy 
has been pinned to the very brink of 
the river with no losses to us. At 
the other crossing points the struggle 
continues. 

‘ At Belgrade two officers and over 
100 soldiers were captured, of whom 
eighteen were from the 204th Infan- 
try Regiment of the 43rd German 
Division. Among the captured were 
also soldiers of a Prussian brigade 
belonging to the Fifteenth Army 
Corps, who came here from the Ital- 
fan front.” 

Allied fleets already are reported 
off Bulgarian ports in the Aegean 
and Black Seas, and, in view of the 
possibility of a Russian landing on 
the Black Sea coast of Bulgaria, it is 


stated that a Turkish army is being |

The report. of the Minister of Agri- 
eulture for Canada for the year ending 
March lst, 1015, is a full and complete 
story of the operations of the Depart- 
ment in all its divisions and branches. 
Ib is consequently a very informative 
publication. Indeed there is a deal in 
the report of which every imuvicipal 
officer as well as every one interested 
in agriculture and the public bealth 
wight advantageously become posses- 
sed. In particular has this eference 
to the regulationg relating t: tub -reu- 
losis formulated for the purpose of 
ensuring a pure and wholesome milk 
supply for cities and towns especially 
to prevent the sale of milk trom tuber- 
culous cows. In this connection it 
might be mentioned that the depart- 
ment undertakes, through the veter- 
inary director-general, to aid any city 
or town acting under the regulations 
to carry them out and to eontrol 
bovine ‘tuberculosis. Owners and 
managers of cold storage plants are 
reminded that under an order in 
council of 20th of June, 1914, they 
inust give the public the preference in 
the use of refrigerated space and must 
not contract to give said space to one 
firm to the exclusion of the said gener-

These substances include a wide 
range of colors, various burning and 
lubricating oils, asphalt for pavements, 
photographie developers and a great 
number of medicines, flavors and per- 
fumes. Coal tar is used in practically 
every manufacturing process where 
dyes are needed, in making cloths, 
silks, dress materials, colored papers 
and even colored articles of food. 

About a century ago coal tar was 
considered almost a waste product, and 
no one had thought it worth while to 
experiment with it At that Gme gas 
was being introduced as a new light, 
and Frederick Accum, who wrote one 
of the first books on gas lighting, sug- 
gested the boiling of the tar in a still 
and the condensation and collection of 
the volatile products. The experiment 
was made, and the process yielded two 
oils, One was heavy and the other 
light) It was soon found that the 
heavy could be satisfactorily used as a 
preservative for wood that had to be 
fixed underground or submerged in 
water and was used extensively in pre- 
serving piers and wharfs. 

Further experiments with the lighter 
ofl were made by a Scotch chemist, 
Macintosh, who used it in waterproof: 
ing the clothing which still bears his 
name, It also is used as a solvent in 
varnish making and as coal naphtha 
for lighting. Experiments with naph- 
tha disclosed a rich treasury of colors 
which for centuries had been locked up 
im coal and its refuse—tar. Benzine 
was extracted from naphtha and this 
in turn produced the different shades 
of violet, green, blue and yellow. Later 
another chemist made tbe commercial 
manufacture of benzine possible. He 
was experimenting on the artificial pro- 
duction of quinine, and, using a base 
known as aniline, obtained the coloring 
matter called mauve.

Anthracene was sold 
very cheaply for lubricating purposes 
until certain chemists beated it with 
zine filings and produced alizarin, and 
then the secret of the madder plant 
was discovered. 

In this way chemistry displaced agrt- 
eulture, one pound of ulizarin having 
the coloring power of ninety pounds of 
madder, and the lubricating ofl sold at 
u trifle as waste became a valuable 
coloring matter worth $500 a ton, 
thereby creating a vast industry.

If the spark jumped a quar- 
ter inch in the open air and was placed 
in a vessel with most of the air pumped 
out, it would jump several inches; and, 
on the other band, if placed in com. 
pressed air it would not jump more 
than a fraction of the quarter inch. Of 
course the thing to do {In the circum. 
stances is to get new batteries, and if 
so situated that that Js impossible the | 
two little terminals of the spark plug 
should be pushed closer together. Then 
the spark will pass Ia the compressed 
gas inside the cylinder. 

If explosion does not take place then 
the spark: is probably so small that it 
is wholly immersed either in alr or in 
the gasoline vapor, and to have an ex- 
plosion.it must be immersed in a mix- 
ture of the two. ‘I'he carburetor should 
then be tinkered with. The probabu- 
ities are that a part of the time ex- 
plosions will take place and will be 
sufficient to keep up a forward motion 
at reduced speed.—Chicago Herald.

Simple Scientific Explanation of 
How They Occur. 


ELECTRICITY IN\ THE CLOUDS. 





The Processes by Which the Masses of 
Unequally Charged ‘Vapor Are 
United, the Lightning Flashes Gen- 
erated and the Downpour Started. 


Lightning is the result of electric dis- 
charges from the clouds, says the Elec- 
trical Experimenter in printing what 
it calls “a thunderstorm primer.” 
Every cloud, like every other object, 
contains electricity, This makes no 
disturbance so long as the quantity 
contained is normal, When the quan- 
tity becomes greater than normal the 
object is positively charged; when it 
becomes less than normal the object is 
negatively charged. The equilibrium 
of the electric force in the clouds is 
disturbed by evaporations from the 
surface of the earth, by changes of 
temperature in the atmospheric vapor, 
by chemical action on the earth's sur- 
face and by the friction of volumes of 
air of different densities against each 
other. 

When clouds charged with the oppo- 
site electricities approach, the forces 
rush toward each other and combine to 
restore the state of equilibrium, for all 
bodies charged with opposite electrict- 
ties attract each other. Between the 
clouds is air, an excellent nonconduc- 
tor, through which the electricity has 
to force a passage. The violence with 
which it does this produces the light- 
ning and the accompanying crash of 
thunder. 

Clouds are good conductors, while the 
alr about them is a nonconductor; 
therefore the electricity accumulates in 
the clouds. It is probably this elec- 
tricity which prevents the particles of 
water from uniting together and falling 
down in the form of rain. 

Imagine two clouds near to each oth- 
er in the sky, one positively and the 
other negatively electrified, for there 
cannot in all nature be such a condi- 
tion as that of one body positively ex- 
elted without the coexistence of an- 
other body negatively excited. If the 
positively charged cloud were all alone 
in the sky the circumjacent atmos- 
negative func- 
tion. But as the other cloud is near by 
it becomes negative, and both are mu- 
tually attracted. They approach each 
other until the space of air between 
them can no longer resist thelr electric 
tension, when the discharge takes 
place.

“ Another dangerous practice of which 
the average man is guilty is that of 
carrying ordinary matches loose in his 
pockets. He should carry either safe- 
ty matches or keep the ordinary kind 
in a metal box. 

“On most farms the lantern is still 
the usual light for working about the 
buildings after dark. A good way to 
keep it clean and safe is, first, to take 
out the burners and clean them by 
boiling in strong soapsuds. This will 
keep the ventilating passages of the 
burner working properly. ‘Then wipe 
all leaking or spilled ofl off the base. 

“Never set a lantern down. Either 
hold it or hang it up. Then when it ts 
accidentally struck it will swing in- 
stead of upsetting.”

PASTURING YOUNG CLOVER. 


Overpasturing during the fall 
is a fruitful cause of fatlure 
with the clover crop. -Many 
farmers who have succeeded in 
getting a good growth of young 
clover cannot resist the tempta- 
tion to turn their stock on to it 
after harvest, allowing the ani- 
mals to eat it down as close as 
they can. This is a great mis- 
take, as the young plants need 
all their leaves at that time to 
gain strength for the next sea- 
son's growth and to protect 
them from being winter killed. 
If there is any danger of the 
clover becoming so far advanced 
as to form heads it would be 
better to run a mowing ma- 
chine over the field, setting it to 
cut as. high as possible, so as 
not to injure the crgwus of the 
clover plants. By removing the 
dividing board the clover will 
not be left in bunches, but will 
be spread evenly over the field. 
The ground is thus cleaned of 
weeds which may have sprung 
up since cutting the grain, anda 
mulch is formed that will aid in 
protecting the young plants dur- 
in the winter. After the grain 
has been removed it pays to turn 
in a few hogs or other stock for 
a week or ten days in order that 
the waste grain may be cleaned 
and thus saved, but don’t pas- 
ture the young clover continu- 
ously from that time until late 
in the fall if a good growth of 
clover is wanted the following 
spring.

SUMMER PRUNING OF BERRIES 


Doing This Work In Good Season Con- 
serves Strength of the Plants.

FOR NEEDLEWORK. 


If you value your eyesight nev- 
er attempt tu do darning or other 
fine needlework by anything ex- 
cept a strong, direct light. 

Although the new indirect light- 
ing, with its’soft shadow, is ideal 
for most kinds of work, it is not 
the best for sewing. 

For that you will get the best 
results with the least eye strain 
only from a strong, direct light 
with its harsh shadows. 

The reason of this is that the 
discrimination of detail under 
such circumstance$ as are found 
in sewing is dependent almost 
entirely either on shadow or on 
the direction of the light. 

Where the surface of an object 
is upeven, but uniform in colors 
the only way in which the uhb- 
evenness can be shown up is by 
differences in the illumination of 
such surfaces caused by the dif- 
ferent angles which they present 
to the incident light. If the un- 
evennesses are very deep they 
will be shown up by the shadows 
which are thrown up by the 
raised portions on to the sur- 
rounding surfaces, 

For instance, the embossed let- 
tering used on some note paper 
depends entirely on this action, 
and a sculpture in bas-relief must 
obviously present a very differ- 
ent appearance according as it 
is illuminated by unidirectional 
light at glancing incidence or 
by light from a large source 
striking it mainly at normal in- 
cidence. 

The question has a wide practi- 
cal application in working on 
fabrics of one color with no nat- 
ural contrasts. A person doing 
needlework with such materials 
depends for the discrimination of 
the detailed strands of the fabric 
on the small shadows cast by 
one strand on to the next and on 
the varying brightness over the 
curved surfaces of each individ- 
ual strand. Both these factors
